Meat retailers may not be 
passing along lower beef costs 
fast enough and are thus 
aggravating the cost-price 
squeeze for both the consumer 
and the cattle producer, a 
Florida Farm Bureau official 


organization said that while 
average on-the-hoof prices for 
beef have fallen off considera 
bly during the past several 
weeks, "many-of our member 
beef producers feel that 
retailers are not reflecting 
lower prices paid for these 
animals as quickly as they 
increase prices at the meat 
counter when prices for live 
animals move up. 

"The rapid pass through of 
decreased costs for live 
animals is especially critical 
during this period. of unéertain- 
ty ‘which has confronted the 
livestock industry since guv- 
ernment price “ceilings were 
imposed last year.” 

Kautz ` said cattle- feedlot 
operators have suffered drastic 
losses during the past several 
months and that “no industry 
can incur losses of this 
magnitude and survive for 
long. The movement of feeder 
cattle replacements into feed 
lots is down and many feedlots 
have higher curtailed operation 
or have closed down complete- 
yo 

le noted that the fortunes of 

Florida's cattle producers are 
directly linked with those of 
the midwest feedlot operators 
because Florida is a primary 
supply state for young cattle 
entering the feediots. 

Costs for producing a feeder 
calf have risen dramatically 
during the past few months 
even greater than the increas 
ed prices-he has received and 
the higher prices the consumer 
has paid”

accelerates, it will have "a very 
serious long run impact on the

"| don't have any real 
information," he said, "but I 
believe ‘the drug problem is 
really bad in the Glades and 
it's getting worse and I believe 
the major reason is that there's 
nothing to do around here." 

“Well, this is an alternative,” 
he said. “This gives them 
something to do.” He said he 
makes it plain no drugs are 
allowed in the as yet unnamed 
house. 

Other than that, he said the 
teens who come to the house 
have full reign and, although 


he has structed the meetings 
to some extent, there are no 
rigid rules or guidelines. 

When the house opens at 7 
p.m. on Mondays, Tuesdays 
and Fridays, Magrill said the 
first hour is usually spent 
basically mingling and allowing 
new people to gel to know one 
another. 

During that time, the young 

people who've come in may set 
up the ping pong table and 
work off some energy that 
way, play Magrill’s radio, or 
break out a chess set or a card 
game. 
Later, Magrill said he 
usually eases the group into 
some form of a "reaching out" 
session, which ean take any of 
a number of forms. 

Monday. at the request of 
one of the house's regulars, 
Magrill led the group in a 
“fantasy trip", telling: the 
group members to imagine 
themselves as shipwrecked on 
an island, then to pick up the 
story there and complete it 
themselves. 

In this case, only one boy 
'had a chance to pick up the 
fantasy, telling a fantastic 
story of what happened after 
he landed on the island, ending 
in an earthquake which killed 
all the island's inhabitants, 
including himself. 

One girl, who said she was 
the boy's friend, labelled his 
story “phony” and said this 
was one thing she didn't like
